~"We have requested this confer- 
ence because we recognize railroad 
employees not now on strike will, in 
detense of the traveling publie and 
themselves, necessarily have to ~ de- 
cline to operate the defective locomo- 
tives and cars now in service. 

“It is clear to any eed person 
that railroad equipment is growing 
more unsafe each day and relief must 
be had through an honorable settle- 
ment. Employees now on strike are 
firm in their position, and will con- 
tinue so as long as the Association 
of Railway Executives declines to ac- 
cept reasonable terms of agreement.” 


Message to Stone. 


Ih their message to Mr. Stone, the 
union officials emphasized theic con- 
clusion that the “government: has au- 
thority to settle the strike on the just, 
fair and reasonable basis proposed by 
the president, July 31. 

“However, it is now apparent that 
no constructive program is being pro- 
posed,” the telegram continued, “and 
ihat unless the railroad employees can 
eifer additional counse) and advice, 
the lives and safety of employe>: and 
traveling public, already endangered 
by the continued use of defective rail- 
rond equipment, will be imperiled to 
a greater extent. Believing that the 
cl@ef executive of each of the stanuard 
railroad labor organizations, as a re- 
sult of their years of experience, broad 
public vie*¥point and sincer® desire 
for industrial peace, can, by confer- 
ence with the officers of the shop 


you, as chairman’ of the raifroad or- 
ganization, wire each chief executive 
requesting him to attend conference 
in“Washington Frjday, August 11.” 

“We do not expect that strike ac- 
tion will be suggested at the general 
conference,” said Mr. Jewell, “but we 
do consider that it will shortly be 
necessary for other employe to re- 
fuse to work on defective equipment.” 

Mr. Jewell declared that the three 
men who received the  president’s 
communication and attended the white 
house conferences would not be em- 
powered to give a rejection or accept- 
ance to the proposals, until heads of 
all seven striking unions had arrived, 
but that “nobody ought to get the 
idea the shop federation will accept.” 

Claim Concessions. 

The telegram to Mr. Stone which 
was repeated in part to Mr. Manion, 
also declared striking unions had 
made the only coneessions to date for 
settlement, and asserted that the rail 
executives “obviously acting under di- 
rection of those who exercise the fi- 
nancial control and dictate the labor 
policies of ratiroads, repudiated the 
promise given by their chairmen to 
the president, and defied spokesmen 
of the American people.” 

The president’s communications to 
both parties to the strike were made 
public shortly after noon, after a 
visit to the white house of the three 
union leaders. An administration 
spokesman explained the president's 
belief that paralysis of transportation, 
especially in coal regions, was threat- 
ening the industrial and agricultural 
fabric. No formal conferences with 
railroad executives had preceded the 
formulation of the new basis for aet- 
tlement of the strike, it was said, 
and it was entirely the government’s 
plan, built up from the position which 
the president has maintained between 
the contesting parties. :

Senate Takes Hand. 


Moved by the continued representa- 
tions concerning the state of railroad 
equipment, the senate today passed a 
resolution by Senator King, democrat, 
Utah, calling on the interstate com- 
merce commission to report the exact 
condition in which it finds locomotives 
and cars. The commission, through its 
Safety bureau, maintains an inspec- 
tion service to determine whether legal 
standards are met by operating lines. 

Southern railway officials, who 
have sought a settlement separately 
from other roads with striking shop 
craftsmen in their employ, also met a 
union committee today for the road. 
Agreement was asked on the terms of 
President Harding’s offer of July 31, 
and the return of full seniority status 
to all strikers,- but adjournment until 
tomorrow was asked by union spokes- 
men because of the national settlement 
discussion pending. 


EXECUTIVE LEADER 
ALSO DISPLEASED. 

New York, August 7.—President 
Harding’s new proposal for ending the 
rail strike would seem to “demand 
a complete surrender-of the position 
of the railway presidents as stated 
last Tuesday,” said L. F. Loree, chair- 
man of the eastern presidents’ confer- 
ence, at the close of an*informal meet- 
ing of rail heads late today. 

Mr. Loree emphasized, hgwever, 
that he was expressing merely “a 
personal opinion” and was not speak- 
ing for the conference. He also in- 
sisted that the conference which pre- 
ceded the statement was purely in- 
formal and that no decision had been 
reached by those who attended. 

Mr. Loree’s statement follows: 

“In .the resolution. adopted by the 
railway executives of August 1, they 
took the position squarely “that the 
striking former employees cannot be 
given preference, to employees at pres- 
ent in the service without doing vio- 
lence to every principle of right and 
justice involved in this matter and 
without the grossest breach of faith on 


|the part of the railroads to the men 


at present in their service.’’ 
“President Harding, in his propo- 
sition today, said, ‘therefore. only the 
question of seniority covered in para- 
graph three, which executives rejected, 
remains in Gisputes....’ 

“He calls ‘upon both workmen and 
carriers, under the law, to take the 
question in dispute to the railroad lJa- 
bor board for hearing and decision and 
the compliance by both, with the de- 
cision rendered.’ 

“It would seem clearly that the re- 
quest demands a complete surrender 
of the position of the railroad presi- 
dents as stated last Tuesday.”

LABOR BOARD 
WILLING TO ACT. 


Chicago, August 7.—The United 
States railroad labor board expressed 
its willingness to act on the seniority 
question now at issue between the rail- 
roads and their striking shopmen in a 
resolution adopted at a meeting late 
tonight. 

The resolution was adopted by a 
vote of five members of the board to 
one A. QO. Wharton, a labor repre- 
sentative voting against it. The six 
members were all that were in the city 
when the meeting was called. Ben 
W. Hooper, chairman, presided. Those 
who attended were G. W. W. Hanger, 
of the public group: Samuel Higgins. 
Horace, Baker and J. P. Elliott, of 
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the railroad group, and Mr. Wharton 
and Mr. Hooper. ‘ ies 
The majority resolution follows: 
Text ef Resolution. 
“Whereas, the one question upon 
United States recently made certain 
suggestions to the railway executives 
and the representatives of the railway 
employees now on strike, looking to- 
ward settlement of the strike, which 
suggestions were in part agreed to by 
both sides; and, : 
“Whereas, The .one question upon 
which there was such a wide diver- 
gence of/opinion that the carriers de- 
clined to accept the president's sugges- 
tions was that of the reinstatement 
of the men on strike with seniority 
and other rights unimpaired ; and, 
“Whereas, the president has since 
suggested that the question of senior- 
ity be submitted to the railroad labor 
board for hearing and decision; and, 


on- July 3 passed a resolution which, 
while it makes no express reference to 
seniority, has been generally construed 
to Ps ve inferential bearing on same; 
and, 

“Whereas, it has been thought that 
this resolution, ‘although it does not 
possess the force and effect of a de- 
cision, might stand in the way of the 
submission of this question to the rail- 
road labor board in accordance with 
the suggestion of the president. 

Ready to Judge. 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved, 
that the board signify its willingness 
to extend to the carriers and any em- 


to present in accordance with. the 
transportation act and the established 
procedure of the board in a dispute 
involving the seniority question, or to 
seek an interpretation of the rules cov- 
ering stich question and to submit, on 
both sides, such testimony and argu- 
ment as may be deemed advisable, to 
the end that the board may, after 
a full and tair hearing on every phase 
of the question involved, render a for- 
mal decision adjudicating the matters 
in controversy. 

“It is the purpose of the board to 
indicate by this res@ution that it 
wil! as promptly and readily consider 
au? determine the question of seniori- 


as it will rehear the wage and rule 
questions which were originally in- 
volved in the strike. 

“The only difference in the atti- 
tude of the board toward the wage 
and rule questions on the one hand 
and the seniority question on the 
other, is that, as to the former, the 
board would be called upon to re- 
hear matters already formally de- 
cided and, as to the latter, to con- 
sider a question which bas not been 
formally heard and décided, but which 
has been touched upon in the reso- 
lution of July 3, 1922.” 

Rejected Amendment. 

The amendment offered by Mr. 
Wharton, which was rejected by the 
majority members of the board, fol- 
lows: 

“And be it further resolved, That 
the board hereby rescind the resolu- 
tion of July 3, in so far as that reso- 
lution has been interpreted to effect 
the question of. seniority.” 

After the amendment was defeated, 
Chairman Hooper entered on record 
the following explanation of his vote, 
which explains the-majority position. 

“I vote no on the proposed amend- 
ment bechuse it, in effect, requires 
the board to take action now on the 
question of seniority, which is the 
very thing this resolution proposes 
that the board shall do later, after 
a full hearing has been had. 

“The resolution, without this 
amendment, means that the board is 
in a position to give the question of 
seniority full and fair considera- 
tion regardless of the resolution of 
July 3.” 

“Outlaw” Resolution. 

The resolution of July 3, regarding 
seniority which was interpreted as 
“outlawing” the strikers although the 
word “outlaw” was not used followed 
the ignoring of BK. M. Jewell, head 
of the shopmen, of the board's sum- 
mons to appear and explain his strike 
order, : 

‘he resolution declared that as the 
strikers had left the service of the 
catriers, that they were “no longer 
employees succeeding those who haye 
jurisdiction of the labor board or sub- 
ject to the application of the trans- 
portation act. . . that the employees 
remaining’ in the service and the new 
employes succeeding those who have 
left the service take steps as soon as 
practicable to perfect such carrier or- 
ganizations . . . that such empioyees 
ure not strike-breakers and tnat they 
are entitled to the protection of every 
department and branch of the gov- 
ernemnt, state and national.” _ 

The importance of seniority, it was 
explained, was due to the fact that 
the position of the men at the top 
or the bottom of the shop lists, based 
on length of service determined the or- 
der in which they were laid off dur- 
ing periods when the,shops were not 
working to full capacity.

Rushing 
Camp saw Harper attempt to get up. 
He made a second attempt to get upon 
his feet, this time falling flat. 

The ambulance of Greenberg & 
Bond, containing a pulmotor, made 
a record run in an effort to save the 
youth, but he was dead before it ar- 
rived at the home. 

‘Had Just Arrived. 

Harper had been at Mr. Camp’s 
home less than 40 minutes before he 
was electrocuted, Mr. Camp stated. 
He spent Sunday night at the home 
of his aunt, Mrs. L. L. Barnes, who 
lives in East Lake drive. His cousin, 
Louis Barnes, Jr., was helping string 
the aerial wire. 

The mother of the electrocuted 
youth was at Jester's mill at the time 
he was killed, visiting her sister, Mrs. 
Dr. O. J. Heely. She hurried back 
to Atlanta in an automobile, within 
2 few hours after being informed of 
her son’s death. The father is ex- 
pected to reach here Tuesday night. 

First aid was rendered the injured 
boy by Dr. J. lL.

Ben was the youngest of three sons 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harper.

Sec. 3. <Any person may appeal from 
superintendent to the 
committee on electric light and such commit- 
tee shall therefore confirm or disapprove 
the decision of said superintendent and issue

Sec. 4. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be deemed 
guiity of an offense and, on conviction there- 
of, in the recorder’s court, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $200 or. sen- 
tenced to work on the public works for 
not exceeding 30 days, either or both penal- 
ties to be inflicted in the discretion of the 
recorder. 

Sec. 5. All ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances in conflict with this ordinance are 
hereby repealed.

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rangement of certain of the tariff 
schedules.” or words to that effect. 
He added that it was the intention 
of the committee to make changes 
from time to time, when the exigen- 
cies of the case seemed to demand. 
But this has failed to appease the 
critics, who are asking the ques- 
tion, “is not congress able to honest- 
ly serve the people without universal 
condemnation and instructions as to 
the proper course to follow.” 

Members of congress, certain of the 
metropolitan press are pointing out 
editorially, are chosen on the _ pre- 
sumption that they are fitted to serve 
the common interest without’ the 
necessity of taking.a continual plebi- 
scite on the issue of the day.

"TAX TO BE RESTORE 


Announcement that the interstate 
commerce commission had restored the 
50 per cent surcharge on Pullman 
tickets in Georgia was received with 
gratification Monday by officials of 
the various roads operating in the 
state. 

As a result of the decision the ag- 
gregate annual revenue of the” roads 
in the state will be increased ap- 
proximately $150,000, it was stated 
by passenger traffic experts. 

_On every sleeping or parlor car 
ticket sold the railroad will receive a 
surcharge of 50 per cent. 

* The Georgia railroad commission 
abolished the surcharge in the state 
last December. Railroads objected to 
it on*‘the ground that it was a dis- 
crimination against interstate com- 
merece. Roads of other states, they 
maintained, collect surcharges on in- 
trastate business, and the surcharge 
is always made on interstate traffic. 

Until the surcharge goes into ef- 

|fect again a person may ride from 
| Atlanta to Savannah without paying 
|the surcharge, but should he purcirase 
his ticket to a point beyond the 
state line the surcharge wil] be ex- 
acted.

“This section would contravene 
the express provisions of the federal

Under such circumstances this bu- 
reau would be governed by the fed- 
eral statutes and not by the state 
law.” 

Mr. Wilson declares that that sec- 
tion of the bill which gives the coun- 
ties a veto power over the acts of 
the highway commission in the mat- 
ter of determining the ‘roads that 
would be included in the state higl 
way system “would seriously jeopar 
dize federal aid co-operation with 
Georgia.” 

“To undertake,” he said, “to place 
in the hands of the county autbori- 
ties the power to determine which 
roads should be included in the state 
highway system, which, no doubt, 
will be the basis for the system of 
federal aid highways to be selected, 
would have the effect of placing the 
state highway board in the position 
of being- without legal authority to 
carry out the fundamental require- 
ments of the federal highway act. 
Such a situation would be most un- 
fortunate. 

“In view of all the circumstances 
we feel that should the proposed bill 
be enacted into law it would be a 
most unfortunate piece o° legisla- 
tion,” the government engineer. con- 
cludes. “It not only believed 
that it would have the effect of re- 
pudiating and undoing what the state 
has accomplished tn the way of or- 
ganizing to secure systematic road 
construction and maintenance work 
and in the development of an imn- 
proved system of connected _ state 
highways, but it also contravenes in 
several funddmental particulars. the 
federal statutes which govern in the 
matter of aid to the state in road 
construction work, and under which 
Georgia has received liberal contri- 
butions, and, we hope. derived great 
benefits fxom the federal govern- 
nent.

HOW TO SAVE 
WHEN SHOPPING 
By Ruth Leigh

Most of us today are accustomed to 
tinned or japanned bread and cake 
boxes. But did you ever know that in 
selecting a bread box you would de 
better-to buy a stone crock? Here is 
the reason: MBread grows stale by 
shifting its moisture from the crumb 
to the crust. A fresh loaf has a crisp 
crust and a soft-crumb, while in a 
stale loaf the reverse is the case. Ina 
tin box, especially if it is not venti- 
lated, this moisture held in the crust 
soon makes the loaf musty. In a stone 
crock, which is porous,’ the moisture 
has a chance to escape, the crust be- 
comes less soggy and the flavor of the 
loaf is better maintained. 

Cake turns stale by absorbing mois 
ture from the outside. Therefore it is 
important that moisture be kept away. 
A tin box is good for keeping cake, 
because there is less difference in tex- 
— between the outside and the in- 
side. 

If vou keep cake and bread in the 
Same box the cake takes up the mois- 
ture (and a bready flavor, too) from 
the bread, and remains moist longer, 
while the bread dries faster than when 
it is stored alone. 

Very few housewives know about 
this difference in the process of grow- 
ing stale, yet it isan exceedingly use- 
ful bit of knowledge to prossess in 
ve these important kitchen uten- 
sis, ;

There is no other 
method of shampooing that will leave 
the hair as silky as when it is done 
by first using the egg with enough 
time to allow it to dry on the scalp.
